“What,  again’"  is  the  response  of 
some  OMI  residents,  who  voted  in 
November;  But  this  time,  the  old 
cliche  that  “your  vote  counts"  is 
true — especially  if  you  live  in  the 
OMI.  At  the  Dec.  11  runoff  election, 
OMI  voters  will  make  some  crlicial 
decisions  for  our  community  and  our 
city. 

All  the  runoff  races  are  very  close: 
Dianne  Femstein  versus  Quentin 
Kopp  for  Mayor,  Joseph  Freitas 
versus  Arlo  Smith  for  District  Attor¬ 
ney,  Eugene  Brown  versus  Mike 
Flennessey  for  Sheriff  and,  of  course, 
Lee  Dolson  versus  Nancy  Walker  for 
District  9  supervisor.  In  each  of  these 
races,  the  OMI  vote  could  decide  the 
winner. 

In  the  District  9  Supervisorial  race, 
the  Republican  incumbent,  Lee  Dol¬ 
son,  is  facing  a  surprisingly  strong 
challenge  from  Democrat,  Nancy 


Walker.  Walker  polled  a  few  hundred 
votes  less  than  Dolson  in  the  Nov.  6 
election.  Both  campaigns  have  been 
focusing  on  the  OMI,  because  the 
Supervisorial  vote  was  closest  in  our 
community  in  the  November  election. 
The  few  minutes  you  take  to  vote  on 
Tuesday,  Dec.  11,  could  decide  who 
will  represent  our  district  at  City  Flail 
for  the  next  four  years.  Your  vote 
could  also  decide  who  will  be  our 
Mayor,  District  Attorney  and  Sheriff. 

If  you  voted  Nov.  6,  you  must  vote 
again  on  Dec.  11  to  make  your  vote 
count.  If  you  didn't  vote  on  Nov.  6, 
but  are  a  registered  voter,  you  can 
still  vote  on  Dec.  11.  If  you  need  info 
regarding  voting  or  transportation  to 
the  polls,  call  District  9  Democratic 
Get  Out  the  Vote  office  at  333-2700  or 
the  Republican  County  Central  Com¬ 
mittee,  at  982-1532.

The  Census 
Is  Coming

You  need  to  be  counted  in  the  1980 
Census  if  you  need  a  job,  adequate 
low  cost  housing,  better  schools  and 
playgrounds,  health  care  services, 
day  care  centers,  adult  education 
programs,  parks  and  recreation 
centers,  legal  services,  emergency 
food  and  medical  aid,  special  ser¬ 
vices  for  senior  citizens,  and  other 
facilities  provided  throOgh  community 
action  programs. 

The  1980  Census  can  bring  any  or 
all  of  these  services  to  you  and  your 
community.  Federal,  State,  and  local 
government  agencies  use  census  data 
to  help  determine  the  needs  of  peo¬ 
ple  in  our  community  and  allocate 
funds  for  needed  services  largely  on 
the  basis  of  census  data. 

The  census  people  don't  want  to 


know  a  thing  about  your  personal 
life.  Primarily,  they  just  want  to  know 
your  name,  your  age,  your  sex. 
and  your  color.  This  information 
can't  be  given  out  to  anybody... not 
to  housing  authorities,  not  to  the  tax 
people,  not  to  the  police,  not  to  the 
FBI,  and  not  even  to  the  Supreme 
Court.  Not  to  anybody. ..it's  the  law. 

If  you  are  interested  in  getting  a  job 
with  the  census  agency,  attend  one  of 
the  following  meetings  in  the  OMI 
community...

OMI  Street 
Cleaning

On.  Nov.  12,  a  group  of  OMI  home- 
owners  and  renters  met  with  Bernard 
Crotty,  Superintendent  of  the  Street¬ 
cleaning  Division,  Department  of 
Public  Works,  to  address  the  issue  of 
why  OMI  streets  are  filthy.  After 
much  discussion,  two  promises  from 
Mr.  Crotty  emerged:  1)  That  appro¬ 
priate  personnel  would  be  out  to  clean 
OMI  streets  every  two  weeks,  2) 
That  mechanical  streetsweepers  are 
scheduled  for  the  OMI  community  by 
mid-1980. 

We  as  a  community  must  work  hard 
to  keep  our  streets  clean.  First,  we 
can  occasionally  sweep  and  hose  in 
front  of  our  own  house.  Second,  we 
can  make  sure  that  our  streets  are 
kept  clean  by  the  streetcleaners; 


if  someone  from  the  Streetcleaning 
Division  doesn’t  clean  your  street, 
call  Mr.  Crotty  at  558-4057  and  ask 
him  for  the  schedule  for  your  OMI 
area.  Mention  to  Mr.  Crotty  that  no 
one  has  cleaned  your  area  in  two 
weeks  and  that  you  are  concerned. 
Third,  we  can  understand  that  mech¬ 
anical  streetsweepers,  while  helping 
clean  our  community,  present  mixed 
blessings.  You  may  have  to  move  .your 
car  on  the  day  and  time  that  the 
mechanical  streetsweepers  comes  by.

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Research  In  OMI: 


Drinking 

A  two  year  long  research  pro¬ 
ject,  conducted  by  Source,  Inc. 
(Studies  of  Urban  Research  and  Edu¬ 
cation),  a  black  owned  and  opera¬ 
ted  firm  in  Berkeley  is  conducting 
research  on  alcohol  in  the  OMI  on  a 
contract  from  the  State  of  California  , 
Department  of  Alcohol  and  Drug 
Abuse.  Ms.  Karen  Hembry  (see 
photo)  is  the  field  worker  assigned  to 
the  OMI  (Ms.  Denise  Herd  is  working 
in  the  Western  Addition).  She  will  be 
talking  with  community  members 
about  the  role  of  alcohol  in  the  Black 
community.  Because  the  research  is 
concerned  with  the  place  of  alcohol 
in  the  Black  community,  Ms.  Hembry 
will  be  interested  in  talking  with 
community  members  who  do  not 
drink,  at  all,  as  well  as  those  who  do. 
The  research  wants  to  discover  what 
reasons,  people  have  for  non-drinking 
as  well  as  for  social  or  even  problem 
drinking.  The  research  is  interested 
in  how  people  define  drinking  prob¬ 
lems  and  what  kinds  of  social  drink¬ 
ing  patterns  there  are  in  the  comm¬ 
unity. 

It’s  during  the  first  of  the  two  years 
of  the  research  that  Ms.  Hembry  will 
be  in  the  community.  The  informa¬ 
tion  she  will  collect  will  help  to  deve¬ 
lop  a  questionnaire  that  will  be  given 
out  during  the  second  year  of  the 
research  in  the  summer  of  '1980. 
Ms.  Hembry’s  work  will  make  it 
possible  to  make  a  questionnaire  that 
takes  account  of  community  mem¬ 
bers’  ideas  about  drinking  and  non¬ 
drinking,  their  reasons  for  either 
position  and  their  ideas  about  what 
services  are  needed  and  how  these 
should  be  organized. 

The  overall  goal  of  the  project 
is  to  improve  all  forms  of  alcohol 
services  provided  for  the  Black  comm¬ 
unity  including:  education,  informa¬ 
tion  and  referral,  treatment  and  foll¬ 
ow-up  services.  Community  members

The  research  is  very 
much  needed  as  far  too  little  is  curr¬ 
ently  being  done  in  education, 
information  and  referral  or  treatment 
for  Black  people  in  the  city.

One  of  our  OMI  Board  Members  who  is  presently  on  a  sabbatical  leave  from 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  is  participating  in  developing  a  unique 
program  in  Law-Related  education  for  the  middle  and  senior  high  schools. 

Ms.  Carmen  Trasvina,  Asst.  Principal  at  A.P.  Giannini  Middle  School,  is 
acting  as  consultant  in  the  Youth  and  Law  Program  which  is  an  essential  com¬ 
ponent  of  the  Social  Studies  curriculum.  This  curriculum  will  assist  students  to 
become  more  knowledgeable  and  interested  in  our  constitutional  democracy  and 
develop  concepts  of  justice,  law,  and  good  citizenship  necessary  to  respond  eff¬ 
ectively  to  the  law  and  legal  issues  in  our  society. 

This  program  will  also  provide  students  with  an  understanding  and  appre¬ 
ciation  of  vital  civic  issues  and  a  greater  understanding  of  the  legal  and  poli¬ 
tical  system  of  our  state  and  nation,  and  an  increased  understanding  of  demo¬ 
cratic  procedures  and  a  willingness  to  use  them. 

In  addition,  Ms.  Trasvina,  feels  that  in  order  to  counter-balance  the  effects 
of  Prop.  13  in  some  of  our  school  program,  we  must  look  to  other  sources  to  ex¬ 
pand  and  keep  up  the  quality  of  our  children’s  education. 

The  American  Bar  Association  and  the  Constitutional  Rights  Foundation  are 
two  sources  that  are  contributing  valuable  material  and  expertise  to  carry  out 
this  program.  Eleven  schools  have  been  chosen  to  participate  in  Law-Related 
education  including  James  Denman  Middle  School  where  many  of  our  OMI  stu¬ 
dents  attend.

The  Albany-Berkeley  Retired  Sen¬ 
ior  Volunteer  Program  has  added  a 
second  crime  prevention  program  to 
its  community  service  projects.  Acc¬ 
ording  to  Ms.  Miriam  Hawthorne, 
Director  for  RSVP,  this  second  pro¬ 
gram  is  “Shriek  Alarms  for  Safe¬ 
ty,"  and  will  be  presented  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  WhistleSTOP  in  Northern 
California  by  Isabelle  G.  Betten, 
Coordinator  of  both  community  safety 
programs. 

Shriek  alarms  have  been  found  to 
be  as  useful  as  whistles  in  times  of 
emergency.  They  attract  attention 
merely  by  being  squeezed  and  may 
be  used  while  in  a  side  pocket.  All 
women  and  also  elderly  and  disabled 
men  are  urged  to  carry  one  or  the 
other.  On  the  street  they  can  be 
used  to  frighten  away  would-be  attac¬ 
kers  or  to  get  help  if  mugged;  in 
the  home  they  can  be  used  to  frigh¬ 
ten  off  an  intruder,  or  in  the  case 
of  an  obscene  telephone  call. 

Cities  all  over  California  are  coo¬ 
perating  in  the  WhistleSTOP  prog¬ 
ram.  These  include,  in  addition  to 
all  cities  on  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Area,  Healdsburg,  Santa  Rosa, 
Dixon,  Woodland,  Fort  Bragg,  Au¬ 
burn.

Muni  Passes  Holiday  Safety  Tips 


“The  release  of  Muni's  new  Dec¬ 
ember  Fast  Pass  and  Senior  Pass 
design,"  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein 
announced  today,  “anticipates  our 
1980  opening  of  the  Muni  Metro  sub¬ 
way.  Muni  supervisory  personnel  will 
use  Dec.  to  test  the  passes  in  the  sub¬ 
way  station  fare  gates.  When  Muni 
Metro  opens,  the  magnetic  stripe  will 
streamline  the  entry  of  Muni  Metro 
patrons  through  the  fare  gates,  and 
down  to  the  Metro  car  boarding  plat¬ 
form.” 

Until  the  opening  of  the  Muni 
Metro  subway,  Muni  riders  should 
continue  to  show  their  Fast  and 
Senior  Passes  as  usual  to  the  Muni 
vehicle  operator.  Muni  passes  are  not 
valid  on  BART.

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OMi  Child  Care 
News  And  Needs 

By  Pamela  Collett 

The  buzzer  sounds.  A  woman's  voice  calls  "come  in.”  Walking  through  an 
immaculately  clean  garage  to  bright,  pleasant  rooms  with  a  view  of  adjoining 
backyards.  Five  or  six  young  children  rush  up  and  start  chattering  about  their 
clothes,  their  names,  their  ages— themselves. 

From  the  outside,  Jean  Barnes’  home  looks  like  any  other  well-kept  home  in 
the  OMI.  But  inside,  it  looks  like  a  pre-school— on  a  smaller  scale. 

Jean  Barnes  is  a  Family  Day  Care  provider  and  a  member  of  P.U.F.F., 
(Providers  United  For  Families— see  October,  1979,  OMI  NEWS  for  more  infor¬ 
mation  about  P.U.F.F.).  She  and  her  fulltime  helper,  Luvella  Bannister,  provide 
a  planned  daily  program  from  7  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday,  for 
twelve  young  children,  ranging  in  age  from  1  '/>  years  to  4  years. 

Family  Day  Care  operates  like  an  extended  family.  “I  expect  a  lot  from  the 
children’s  parents,"  says  Jean.  "They’re  not  just  dropping  off  and  picking  up 
the  children.  The  parents  talk  with  the  children  about  what  they  do  each  day.. 
This  is  an  extended  day— I  take  over  where  they  leave  off,  and  vice  versa. 

“This  is  really  a  family  project,"  explains  Jean.  "I  couldn’t  do  it  without  my 
family’s  support."  Her  teenage  daughter,  Bessie,  is  paid  to  work  two  hours 
every  afternoon— cleaning  and  helping  the  children.  "She  particularly  likes  to 
do  music  activities  with  the  children,”  Jean  says.  Her  son  Allen,  a  student  at 
City  College,  often  stops  in  to  share  lunch.  "Whenever  he  comes  and  goes  the 
children  get  a  big  kick  out  of  listening  to  his  motorcycle.  They  really  relate  well 
to  young  men.’  In  fact,  I’m  looking  for  a  young  man  to  be  a  parttime  helper." 
jean's  mother,  Mrs.  Serena  Smith,  comes  twice  a  week  to  cook  lunches.  Today 
she’s  planning  to  bake  chicken. 

"I  allow  absolutely  no  junk  food.  One  boy  refused  to  eat  when  he  first  came 
here.  His  mother  suggested  I  give  him  some  cookies,  but  I  held  out  and  now  he 
is  eating  wholesome  food.  He  knows  that’s  all  there  is  in  this  house." 

Jean’s  husband,  Aaron,  the  children  call  him  "Pop,"  helps  out  as  needed, 
especially  by  driving  on  field  trips. 

Jean  started  her  Family  Day  Care  home  just  over  a  year  ago,  when  P.U.F.F. 
received  funding  from  the  California  State  Department  of  Education.  "I’d  been 
thinking  about  it  for  awhile.  I  needed  some  income  and  something  to  do,  now 
that  my  own  six  children  have  grown  up. " 

Jean  credits  P.U.F.F.  with  helping  her  get  started  and  supplying  her  with 
expensive  equipment  such  as  the  sand  and  water  table  and  the  painting  easels. 
P.U.F.F.  has  a  toy  lending  library  and  also  supplies  member  homes  with 
equipment  providers  could  not  afford  to  buy.  In  addition  to  equipment,  P.U.F.F. 
provides  workshops  and  technical  assistance  to  insure  that  Family  Day  Care 
providers  are  not  "just  babysitters." 

Jean  is  working  toward  her  certificate  in  Early  Childhood  Education  and  al¬ 
ready  has  14  units.  "I  usually  take  one  or  two  classes  each  semester.  I  like  going 
to  school  and  keeping  current  on  recent  developments  in  early  childhood  edu¬ 
cation."  Besides  the  experience  gained  in  raising  her  own  children,  Jean  has 
worked  as  a  para-professional  at  Aptos  Middle  School  for  six  years. 

Sitting  on  the  carpet  to  help  two  children  build  a  tower  of  blocks,  Jean  laughs 
with  the  children  as  the  tower  falls  down.  The  children  obviously  benefit  from 
Jean  Barnes’  program,  but  what  about  their  parents?  Many  of  the  children’s 
parents  are  young.  Some  of.them  are  single  parents.  All  are  working  or  going 
to  school.  Before  P.U.F.F.  received  funding  most  of  these  parents  had  unsatis¬ 
factory  child  care  arrangements,  usually  with  family  members  who  could  not 
provide  the  program  or  the  equipment  that  Jean  has.  The  children  were  isolated 
and  had  no  other  young  children  to  play  and  learn  with.  Now  the  children  share 
all  the  warmth  and  educational  experiences  that  Jean  Barnes’  extended  family 
provides.

An  Ancient  Costanoan  Indian  Legend 

It  happened  so  many  summers  ago  that  the  memories  have  dimmed  and  the 
old  men  of  the  village  now  wonder  if  the  great  cataclysm  really  did  occur,  or  was 
it  just  a  myth  to  be  told  and  retold  around  the  flickering  campfire  on  a  foggy 
night. 

Long  ago,  before  the  white  man  came,  when  the  land  was  rich  with  good 
herbs  and  wild  deer,  bear  and  antelope,  the  great  rivers  of  the  Sierras  came  hur¬ 
tling  down  the  mountains,  rushing  to  join  in  a  great  torrent,  rushing  down  the 
land,  finally  to  meet  the  great  ocean  waters.  The  American  met  the  Sacramento 
and  the  San  Joaquin  joined  them.  They,  in  turn,  were  joined  by  many  creeks 
spilling  down  from  the  north,  the  Petaluma,  Sonoma  and  the  Napa.  They  formed 
a  giant  mass  of  water  moving  south,  ever  south,  until  the  torrent  that  was  the 
Pajaro  and  Salinas  Rivers  was  met.  Only  then  was  this  great  river  turned  aside 
to  the  west  and  into  the  sea  at  Monterey  Bay. 

There  came  a  time  of  drought;  the  Indians  languished  for  food.  Game  retreat¬ 
ed  to  the  high  country  and  the  small  streams  dried;  fish  were  scarce.  The  only 
water  was  the  mighty  river,  muddy  and  swift.  It  was  a  bad  time. 

The  Indians  prayed  to  the  Gods,  danced  the  ancient  dances  and  sang  the 
songs  that  had  brought  the  rains  before. 

Gods  of  the  earth  and  sky  and  sea  joined  in  a  great  battle.  The  earth  convul¬ 
sed  with  the  mighty  battle.  All  men  were  thrown  down  the  earth,  great  trees 
were  uprooted,  the  shelters  were  destroyed;  we  had  great  fear.  All  believed  that 
the  end  of  the  world  had  come  and  we  would  be  destroyed  in  the  holocaust. 

A  great  crack  |n  the  mountains  opened  where  the  chalk  used  for  paint  went 
deep  into  the  earth— a  crack,  then  an  opening,  and  the  great  rivers  poured  into 
the  sea. ..poured  through  a  narrow  gate  in  the  mountains  and  mated  with  the 
sea.  The  fish  of  the  sea  were  brought  to  our  land  and  we  ate.  The  treasures  of 
the  great  sea  were  brought  to  our  village  on  the  shores  of  the  great  river  and  we 
hungered  never  again. 

This  legend  has  been  fictionalized  from  real  accounts  of  the  Costanoan  Indian 
legend  of  the  Golden  Gate,  read  in  Annals  of  San  Francisco;  1854,  and  the  Bay 
of  San  Francisco,  1892.

The  staff 
assists  callers  in  English,  Spanish  and 
Cantonese. 

Since  July  1978,  the  CHIRP  help¬ 
line  has  been  giving  referrals  to  agen¬ 
cies,  clinics,  and  private  doctors  who 
provide  primary  care,  immunizations, 
emergency  and  dental  care.  The  hot¬ 
line  staff  can  tell  you  the  location 
of  these  health  facilities,  if  they  accept 
Medi-Cal  or  have  a  sliding  fee  scale, 
and  what  languages  are  spoken. 
Teenagers  have  called  the  CHIRP 
hotline  to  get  info  about  where  they 
and  their  families  can  go  to  get  help 
for  the  special  medical  problems. 

The  Child  Health  Information  and 
Referral  Project  is  giving  facts  about 
a  new  program  for  women,  infants 
and  children  who  may  be  at  a  “nut¬ 
ritional  risk”  because  of  inadequate 
nutrition  and  inadequate  income. 
Since  Aug.,  1979,  the  Special  Supp¬ 
lemental  Food  Program  for  Women, 
Infants  and  Children  (WIC)  has  been 
giving  health  care,  nutritional  educa¬ 
tion,  and  specified  food  supplements 
to  pregnant  women,  nursing  mothers, 
infants,  and  children  up  to  five  years 
of  age.  Certification  for  the  WIC  pro¬ 


gram  in  San  Francisco  is  done  at  each 
resident's  neighborhood  public  health 
center. 

CHIRP  is  pari  of  the  of  Children's 
Rights  Group  (CRG),  a  non-profit 
corporation  that  has  been  working 
since  1975  with  parents  and  comm¬ 
unities  to  guarantee  the  basic  rights 
of  children  for  adequate  food,  housing 
and  health  care.
